THE HOUSE CONTEST. 
LESS ANIMATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 2.—The debate in 
the House to-day was much less animated. It 
was, however, decided to close the general de- 
bate upon the present exciting political ques- 
tion Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock, at which 
hour debate under the five-minute rule will 
begin. Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, made the 
first and most’ important speech of the day. 
He characterized the proposed legislation as 
revolutionary, and sketclied the history of the 
law which it is proposed to repeal, showing that 
it originated with the Democrats and was 
passed by Democratic yotes. Speaking for the 
West, be declared that the people of that sec- 
tion are radically opposed tothe Democratic 
position, and he declared that so far as the Re- 
publican party is concerned the laws will never 


be repealed. 
TOWNSHEND, 


or Illinois, insisted that all the revolution 
there was in the matter originated with the Re- 
publicans. Townshend denied Williams’ charge 
that he represented the people of the West, and 
referred tothe Chicago election yesterday to 
disprove it. At this point Barber, of Chicago, 
tried to make an explanation of the real nature 
of yesterday’s election, but the red-tape rules 
of the House did not permit him to reply. 
Weaver, of lowa, (Greeenbacker), however, re- 
pudiatead Townshend’s claim, saying that the 
result m Chicago was a Greenback and nota 
Democratic triumph. 

Calkins, of Indiana, made a spirited speech 
against the Democratic policy, and insisted that 
the Kepublicans would not consent to be driven 
by the. threats or menaces of the Democracy. 
Hie wentso farasto say that he thought he 
would; vote for the repealif presented as an 
independent proposition. 

The Democrats to-day fm their speeches 
unanimously took the position that the Presi- 
dent under the Constitution has 

NO PARTICIPATION IN LEGISLATION, 

and that the veto was not given bim for such a 
purpose. Herbert, of Alabama,in the course 
of:-a speech which had little merit in it, uttered 
one sentiment which will be well received in 
the North. He said that Secession is dead in 
the South, and that the Southern people recog- 
nize the fact that the War is over, and that the 
Unipn is indissolubie. He also attempted to 
exempt the Southern men from any charge of 

rticipation in this legislation by saving that 
ali the repealing clause the Southern men had 


jreally attempted to have adopted was that re- 


lating to the jurors’ test oath. 
WILL OFFER NO AMENDMENTS. 

At the time of the conference of the Repnb- 
licans on the Army bill there was an under- 
standing that a number -.of amendments would 
be offered by Republican Representatives in 
order to emphazise the’ purposes of the Demo- 
crats more clearly. In conversation this even- 
ing, however, a leading Republican member of 
the House said that he thinks the majority of 
the Republicans have concluded to refrain from 
any attempt to amend the bill. As one of the 
strongest points made in their opposition has 
been that the proposed legislation is out of 
place on anh Appropriation bill, they will lose 
rather than gain by any effort to amend, par- 
ticularly as there woutd be no hope of its suc- 
cess. He remarked that\the Democrats 

WERE EXCEEDINGLY ANXIOUS 
to reach a vote on the bill at once, because 
every hour of delay weakens their prospect of 
passing it. The debate, he said, will be pro- 
tracted long enough so that before the vote is 
taken Representatives will begin to feel the 
public sentiment which has been stirred by Gen. 
Garfield’s disclosures of the meaning of the 
Democratic programme, and he thinks that the 
votes of some of the Democratic Representa- 
tives on whom the direct effect of the discussion 
would have had no influence whatever: will be 
afiected by this relaxation. He considers it 
probable that the final vote on the biil in the 
House will be next Saturday. 

‘ THE DEBATE LIMITED. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—In the House, 
an effort was made by Mr. Sparks to fix the 
time for closing the debate on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill. Suggestions were made to 
have a night session, to restrict the speeches to 
fifteen, minutes cach, and to close the debate 
to-morrow. 

Objection was made to all these propositions, 
Mr. Conger stating that a number of gentlemen 
on both sides have given notice of their desire 
to speak ; also, that many have prepared speech- 
es, and would not like to be restricted to fifteen 
minutes; also, that but afew membérs would 
be present at the night sessions. On both sides 
it was declared that there was no desire to shut 
off debate; and the Speaker gave it as his ex- 
perience that sn unlimited debate was the short- 
est debate.

THE GREENBACKERS. 
COURSE DECIDED UPON.

Wasuineton, D. C., April 2.—The Green- 
backers beld an important caucus last night 
which did not adjourn till midnight. There 
were present Jones of Texas, who presided, 
Lowe of Alabama, Forsythe of Illinois, Gillette 
and Weaver of Iowa, Locum of Pennsylvania, 
Ford of Missouri, Murch and Ladd of Maine, and 
Kelley of Pennsylvania. The following were 
not able to attend, buat sent word giving in 
their adhesion to the decision of the caucus: 
De La Matvyr, Bariow, and Wright. The presid- 
ing officer, Jones, made @ speech, in which he 
took the ground thatit would be possible for 
the President to approve the appropriations in 
the Apvropriation bill, and disapprove the po- 
litical amendments. That a fair construction of 
the Federal Constitution would warrant such 
action. Jones will take this position in his 
speech on the floor. 

THE FINAL DECISION 

was that the Greenbackers shall move to strike 
out the political amendments. In this motion 
they will expect the suoport of the Republicans. 
Failing to strike out the section they will de- 
cline to vote upon the bill, and leave the Demo- 
crats and Republicans to decide the question. 
Ladd, of Maine, stated that he would vote with 
the Greenbackers on the first proposition, but 
that if they should not succeed in striking out 
the section he would be compelled to vote for 
the bill.

PLENTY OF BACKBONE.

Wasuineton, D. C., April 2.—There has been 
a systematic attemptin certain quarters ever 
since the plan of the Democratic attack on the 
ballot-box developed itself tv create the impres- 
sion thatthe President bas been undecided as 
to his course, and that he was needing stalwart 
Republicans’ attention in order to strengthen 
his pvackbove. Now that it is beginning to be 
pretty well understood that the President stands 
well with the majority of his party, there is an 
effort in some quarters to make it appear that 
he bas only been brought up to the general po- 
sition of his party by persistent labors on the 
part of prominent Republicans. It is simply 
just tothe President to make it known that 
there bas not at avy moment been 
A SHADOW OF FOUNDATION 
for such representations. The opposite, how- 
ever, is true. From the very first the President 
has been more decided than a number of promi- 
pent Republicans who have been looked upon as 
those with the most hackbone in this matter. 
It is also true that, while the President has given 
no advice to members of the House in reyara to 
their conrse, the very decided and vigorous views 
expressed by him in conversation with 
bis Republican triends have a marked 
and most excellent effect in making 
the Republican minority in Congress solid, 
confident, and aggressive. Before it became 
clear that the Democrats were working accord- 
ing to a definite plan which had for its object 
the striking from the statutes of every guard 
thrown about national elections, the President, 
in common with a large number of Republicans, 
was 
INCLINED TO YIELD 
the clause in the Army bill prohibiting the use 
of troops at the polls. This was also in ac- 
cordance with the President’s well-known views 
that in time of peace there should be as little 
use as possible of the military arm of 
the Government in executing the laws;

They further contended that the effect upon 
the country of such partisan changes as those 
contemplated would prove very injurious, and 
that it would be highly impolitic for the majori- 
ty to make a general onslaught on the minor 
offices of the body, and turn them out for no 
other reason than that they were appointed by 
political opponents.

WERE INEXORABLE 
in their demands for patronage. They said that 
pearly all the offices were filled by bitter parti- 
sans, who had yearly contributed money towards 
assisting the Republican party in its warfare 
against the Democracy, and had otherwise taken 
an active share in the recent political campaign.

DECLINES TO ACT.

A GREAT FRAUD MADE PALPABLE BY A PRAC- 
TICAL MAN.

SPRINGFIELD, 1)]., April 2.—Mr. Butterworth, 
of the Committee appointed to inquire into the 
expedié¢ncy of constructing a State gas works, 
has prepared a minority statement, showing that 
the proposition is absurd and expensive, and 
ought not to be tolerated. He recites the trial 
of the gas-ring’s machine before the Commit- 
tee, and explains that the Legislators were not 
called in until after the retort had been fillea 
with coal, the weight and quality of which had 
perforce to be taken for granted.

With reference to the famous 4:30 order, the 
Board finds that it was not received by Gen.

The report, concluding this part of its investi- 
gation, says that ‘when darkness had come on, 
the rear of McDowell’s army of weary troops 
was passing by the rear of Porter’s column, still 
several miles from their destined place on the 
field. The Union army was not yet even read 
for battle.” Gen. Porter’s duty during the af- 
ternoon of the 29th of August was too plain 
and simple to admit of discussion, and the Board 
is unable to find anything in it subject to crit- 
icism, much less deserving of censure or con- 
dem nation.

Judge McAllister yesterday rendered a decision 
ef considerable importance in ‘the case of the La- 
| mat Insurance Company vs. Fred A. Young, in- 
yolving the construction of two conflicting sec- 
tions of the) Practice act, The following is the 


text of the opinion: 

This is an action of assumpsit upon an allezea 
Jiapility of de fendant for an assessment;on his 

subscription to the stock of the Lamar Insurance 
Company. The defendant being a resident of 
Kankakee, asifmmons was issued out of the Cir- 
cuit Coar! of Cook ¢ ey A to the Sheriff of Kanka- 
County, where Cefendant was served. He files 
a plea in abatement. to which defendant demurs. 
No objection is taken to tne form of the plea; but 
aintiff’s counse! Insist that the statute approved 
02 1877, entitled. ‘Corporations,’’ author- 
ized the iasuance of process in this case to Kanka- 
kee County. It is thus: 

In al) cases of suits for oF against such Re- 
ceiver, or the corporation of which he may be Re- 
ceiver, writs may issue In favor of such Receiver 
or corporation, or against him or it. from the coun- 
ty where the cause of action accrued to the Sheriff 
of any een in this State for service.” Session 
Lawes 1877, , 

The suit is prousnt in the name of the corpora- 
tion, though the declaration shows a Receiver had 
been sppointed, also. a cause of actién accru- 
ing in Cook County. The statute re- 
ferred to is broad enough to cover the 

‘but defefidant’s counsel urges that 
subsequently, May ~, 1877, another act upon the 
same subject was approved which is wholly repug- 
nawt to the former; that the two acts cannot stand 
together, and consequently the later one mast 

revail. This last act is amendatory of the General 
tice act, and’is as follows: 

‘+t shall not be lawful for-any plaintiff to sue 
any defendant out of the courity where the latter 
resides or may be found, except in iocal actions, 
and except that in every species of persona! actions 
in law where there is more than one defendant, the 
plaintiff commencing his action where either of 
them resides, may bave his writ or writs issued di- 
rected to any county or counties where the other 
defendant or either of them may be found.’’ Ses-

In this case tne gate wad is transitory, not local, 
and there is but one defendant; so that, taking the 
words of the later act in their ordinary, natural 
sense, they expressly forbid the plainti tt from su- 
ing the defendant in this case out of the county 
where he resided or wasfound. The former stat-, 
ute must be classed as a special, particular one, | 
purporting to authorize it only in the single case 
mentioned. It isan established rule that a gen- 
eral affirmative statute does not repeal a prior par- 
ticular statute or prior particular provisions of a 
statute unless negative words are used, or unless 
there is suco irreconcilable inconsistency as indi- 
eates an intention in the Legisiature to repeal. 

ick on Construction of Statutes. 98. 

A repeal by implication is not favored. 
The repuenance between statutes mast 
beso clear and plain that they cannot be recon- 
ciied, in order to justify a resort to this doctrine.

It 
seems to be an attempt to grant a special priv be 
to a corporation. Why is it not that precisely? it 
provides that where 4 corporation such as this In- 
surance Company has hac a Receiver appointed. 
then it may sue in Chicago, if the alleged cause of 
action occurred there, and have tie. privilege— 
denied by the general law to every other suitor, ex- 
cept only such Receiver, who may do the same 
thing—of sending process into any covaty in the 
State, and bring a party from the remotest 
part ‘of the State to this city to defend him- 
self. What can this exceptional right ode 
but a special privilege to a corporation 
sent into hospital by having a Receiver appointed’ 
If it had been given to a Receiver ‘alone, as an of- 
ficer of the Court, it might not have been within 
the letter of the Constitution. Butit is given to 
the corporation itself. For these reasons I hold 
the pleato the jurisdiction good, and overrule 
waintiff's demurrer.

MY POLICY. 


The New Mayor Outlines the Ideas 
of His Administration. 


Removals of Superiors and Subordinates 
to Be Made Only for Cause. 


A Little Excursion into the Field 
of National Politics. 


A TRipune reporter ran across Mr. Harrison 
down-town yesterday morning, and, in order to 
settle some questions raiecd during the campaign 
as to his course regarding 

THE POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
particularly, asked him what he purposed doing as 
to them, 

**l am a believer," said he, ‘‘in a true reform 
of the civil service. One of the first steps to bring 
it about in the municipality is to divorce, as far as 
possible, the Police and Fire Departments from 
politics. ILlearned a few days ago that Supt. Seavey 
had been requested to interfere in the election 
Tuesday. A friend of his came to me to know what 
lintended todo. I sent him word that his De- 
partment was organized to protect the lives and 
property of our citizens, and not to take part in a 
political fight; that he might vote for whom he 
pleased, and my advice was to tell those under 
him to do likewise, since he would win more favor 
with me by thatcourse than py asking them to 
vote ana work in my interest. I expect to let that 
Department remain as it is, and will not-interfere 
unlessifind it necessary for the Department's 
good. If Supt. Seavey bea good officer (I have 
understood he is), I have no doubt he will remain 
in his present position until he proves himself in- 
eficient. or a more efficient man is developed 
among his subordinates. I think nothing has a 
greater tendency to make a Police Department 
what it should be than to let all the men know that 
good conduct and attention to duty are stepping- 
stones to preferment.” 

*‘ What about the Fire Department?” 

‘*] shall apply the same rule to that. I have not 
spoken to Marshal Benner for months, —in truth, I 
don’t know when. Ihave always thought him an 
efficient officer, and have heard nothing as yet to 
the contrary.

BUFORD'’S| DUEL. 


Reminiscences of a 2 Colebrated Case in which 
the Kentucky Assassin Figured. 
Dispatch to Cincinnatt Engurer. 

NELSON FuRNACE,-Ky., March 31.—Your cor- 
respondent is indebted to a lady living at this 
place for the following information in regard to 
Tom Buford. The occurrence spoken of took 
place when she was a young girl. She says: 

“IT never was personally acquainted with 
Thomas Buford, but I lived and was raised near 
Midway, in Woodford County, and had heard of 
and seen him many times. © was always a 
reckless, quarrelsome person, and his nearest 
neighbors feared him as any civil person would 

aruffian. Boys at school were atraid of him. 
and it was common to héar persons say that 


the y dreaded his company.” 


‘Do you remember ever hearing anything 
about him of a bloodthirsty kind?’ 

“QO, yes. When be was about 20 vears old he 
was deeply in love with a Miss Wallace, of 
Woodford County, and shé¢, too, 48 was com- 
mon wi.h others, was afraid of him, and 
spurned his society. Miss Wallace’s suitor at 
that time was Dr. George Sutton, and this fact 
was known to Buford. Out of revenge he 
challenged Sutton for a duel, and the fight took 
place somewhere pear the line of Woodford 
and Scott Counties. During the engagement 
Dr. Sutton was wounded by a ball trom Bu- 
ford’s pistol.” 

e The Miss Wallace you refer to—was she the 
same Miss Wallace mentioned in the Enquirer’s 
specials on Thursday last?” 

“Ono! The Miss Wallace that I speak of 
married Dr. Sutton shortly after the duel. 
When she heard of the duel she .sent Buford 
word that if he had killed Sutton she 
would have killed bim, and this mes- 
sage had the effect of keeping Buford 
away from her afterward. I regret that 1 
cannot refresh my memory with fulier particu- 
lars of the romance, but can say that it was so 
indelibly impressed upon my tmemory that I 
could never forget what I have repeated.”

THE CONGRESSIONAL ‘DEBATE. 
The debate in Congress over the Demo- 


cratic project which forced the calling of the 
extra session has progressed far enough to 
show that it will be long and bitter. Since 
Democratic intrigue and folly have com- 
pelled the country to view the expense and 
anxiety incident to this extra session, the 
time probably cannot be better employed 
than by a debate which shall develop the 
real character of the legislation which 
the Democrats propose and the mo- 
tives which actuate them.

Gen. Cuatmers and Mr. Hurp rela- 
tively exhibited the characteristics of these 
two elements of Democracy in their speeches 
on Wednesday. Every allusion to the Rebell- 
ion of the South brought out from CHa. 
ERs & Vindication and aeulogy, and Hurp, 
after the most servile tributes to the supreme 
doctrine of State Sovereignty, gave notice 
that the Democrats have not yet abandoned 
the desire or the hope of crowding Hayzs 
out. of office, by referring to him as a Presi- 
dent whose “‘ tenure of office is uncertain.” 
The Democrats are on dangerous ground al! 
the time, and their past record and future 
ambition are both so vulnerable that even 
more discreet men under the same circum- 
stances might be betrayed into damaging 
admissions. It is safe to predict that scarce- 
ly a day will pass during the pending debate 
without disclosing Democratic characteristics 
which will alarm conservative people. The 
result may be a warning to the American 
people that will compensate for the other- 
wise inexcusable imposition of the extra ses- 
sion. 

Aside from the partisan advantages which 
the Democrats |hope to secure in the large 
cities of the Union and many of the South- 
ern States by removing all National protec- 
tion for Congressional elections, their pur- 
pose in mae upon the passage of their 
political legisMftion is to reassert the domin- 
ion of State Sovereignty. There is no real 
danger, for instance, of any interference 
with elections from. troops which are not 
even adequate to the disciplining of the 
Indians and the protection of the American 
frontier, and which are scattered in the sec- 
tions most remote from important political 
centres, There is still less danger of any 
injustice to be apprehended from the 
supervision of National elections by officers 
of the United States Courts,—the most 
unpartisan of all American institutions, —and 
especially when “both political parties are 
equally represented in the supervision. But 
so long as these laws remain on the statute- 
bouks there is an assumption of National 
power on the part of the United States Gov- 
ernment which frets the Democrats. ‘* The 
South had claimed the right of peaceful se- 
cession,” said Caatmers, ‘“‘and had at- 
tempted to peacefully secede,”—and then he 
proceeded to berate the Republican party be- 
cause it would not submit to this logical out- 
come of State Sovereignty. Hugp went to 
the very verge of denying any such thing as 
American cijizenship, and demanded the re- 
peal of the existing statutes for the protec- 
tion of such citizenship on the broad ground 
that the United States Government has no 
right to assert any authority in any State 
which is’ calculated to protect even the 
National Legislature from any fraud or vio- 
lence which such State may see fit to en- 
courage or tolerate. 
cious doctrine of State supremacy over Nation- 
al authority was never more vigorously nor 
pertinaciously urged than by the Democrats 
of the present Congress; and, if they can 
have their way, the chief aim of the War for 
the preservation of the Union—the estab- 
lishment of supreme National authority—will 
be again sacrificed. But this Democratic 
project wills not sueceed if the present de- 
bate shall continue long enough to impress 
upon the American people the real purpose 
of the Democrats. 

The Republicans in the present Congress, 
though in the minority, occupy thé vantage 
ground, because they aré contending for a 
principle, not only sacred to itself, but vital 
as to the existence of the Government. They 
could afiord to iet the Democrats prohibit 
the use of troops at the polls, if that were 
all of it, for there is no thought of so using 
them,’ and the conditions, location, and 
services of the army are such as to make 
such employment impracticable under any 
circumstances. So the Republicans might 
consent to the withdrawal of National super-

They led 
up to manifold abuses and frauds. If the 
doctrine of State Sovereignty is the true 
doctrine, then the Southern States had the 
right to sepede peacefully, as CuaLMERs 
claims; if | they had spch right, then 
the Government was guilty of a great 
wrong in (coercing them to return; 
if the Government committed a. great 
wrong in waging war against the seceded 
States, then States are entitled to rep- 
aration for their sufferings, the people indi- 
vidually to indemnification for their losses, 
and the Southern leaders to apology for the 
past and reward for the future. The pay- 
ment of the Confederate debt, of the loss of 
property in slaves, of the destruction and de- 
cay of all kinds of property at the South 
during the War, and the pensioning of Rebel 
soldiers, are’ ulterior deductions from the 
doctrine of State Sovereignty, which the 
Democrats are trying to reassert by their 
proposed amendments to the existing laws. 
Let the debgte go on till these facts shall 
be rates | understood. 


ANOTHER BITCH AT THE REVENUE LAW. 

There is a*pill pending in the Legislature 
of this State of considerable importance 
which has nd} yet-been discussed, but which 
is to be prod: jced in a brief time, and urged 
with @ purpjise to compel its enactment. 
The declarer:.object of the bill is to reach 
the railroads af the State in the way of taxa- 
tion. The can best be understood by 
explaining present mode of assessing 
railroads fom@Axation. 

Under the present law all the property 
owned by each road in the State, including 
lands, track, stations, shops, town lots, roll- 
ing-stock, and all other forms of taxable 
property, is assessed by the local Assessors 
and by the State Board of Equalization as all 
other tangible property is assessed for taxa- 
tion. In addition to this, the railroad com- 
pany is assessed by the State Board upon the 
value of its capital stock and franchise. Hav- 
ing fixed upon the value of the capital stock 
and franchise, the assessed value of 
the tangible property of the com- 
pany 1s deducted therefrom, and the 
difference is taken as the _ taxable 
value of the capital stock and franchise. 
The State Board, in equalizing the value of 
property in this State for taxation, takes it 
at 50 per cent of its supposed real value. In 
estimating—for it has always been a mere es- 
timate—the value of capital stock and fran- 
chise the Board has Been governed by its 
own rules, the law providing no particular 
method. Thése rules have been changed 
from time to time, and while the process has 
been denounced on the one hand as arbitrary 
and oppressive, it has been declared on the 
other to be strongly in the interest of the 
raijroad companies, The proposed bill has 
been inspired by the theory that the Board 
is really controlled by the wealthy and pros- 
perous roads, and that its assessments have 
been scandalously lenient to those corpora- 
tions. The bill, afull description of which 
was published in Tue Tarsowe yesterday, 
establishes a/|new rule for ascertaining the 
value of the capital stock and franchise, and 
this rule is to read : 

‘* Sec. 10014.’ The valuation and assessment of 
the capita) stock, including the franchise, of rai)- 
road companies shall be determined by said Board 
in the manner following, viz.: The net annual 
earnings or income of each railroad company shall 
be taken as being a certain percentage on the actu- 
a) value of the property and franchises represented 
by the capita) stock thereof; the actual rate of 
such percentage shal) be fixed upon, and the prin- 
cipal sum which would produce the amount of such 
net earnings or inceme at such rate per cent sha)l 
be held to be the true cash value of such capital 
stock: Provided, that the same rate per cent shall 
apply to each and every railroad company for the 
same year’s valuation and assessment. The valu- 
tiom so found shall be taken as the assessed valua- 
tion of the capital stock, and the same shall be 
equalized by the Board, and distributed to the 
several counties, towns, cities, villages, and dis- 
tricts in the same manner now previded by law.” 

The practical operation of this rule will 
be: If the net earnings of the railroad com- 
pany for a year be ascertained to be $2,000,- 

000, and the assessed value of its tangible 
roms re $3,000,000, the State Board, adopt. | 
ing 10 per cent as a rate at which the net 
earnings would represent the value of the 
capital stock and franchise, the value of the 
latter would be put down at $20,000,000. 
Reducing this by 50 per cent to conform to 
the general rule assessing property at half 
its true cash value, the stock would stand at 
$10,000,000, less the $3,000,000 of tangible 
property. The company, therefore, under 
this proposed rule and these figures, wijl be 
taxed on $3,000,000 of actual property and 
on $7,000,000 of capital stock. 

This subject of taxing the capital stock of 
corporations has been discussed year after 
year in this paper. The Supreme Court of 
the State has decided that it is lawful to tax 
the tangible property of a corporation, and 
also to tax the capital stock, which ig the 
mere evidence of title to the property. So 
the legality of that system of taxation cannot 
be disputed until that decision has been re- 
versed, But the same Court has also decided 
that it is lawful to tax a piece of land and 
also to tax a mortgage given for the pur- 
chase money, and has held that by the execu- 
tion of the mortgage the taxable property 
has been doubled. That proposition is not 
open to question until the judicial mind shall 
progress much further than it has yet done 
in this State. Still the policy of such 
& system of taxation is one that is 
open to discussion, and which should 
be carefully considered by the whole people. 
The story of the man who killed the goose 
that laid the daily golden egg is as applicable 
to-day as it has ever been, and the policy of 
pursuing capital as if it were a public enemy 
may well be questioned. Capital is essential 
to carry on many branches of business, and 
to secure capital in sufficient amount to suc- 
cessfully accomplish its purposes combina- 
tions of persons, under the forms of corpo- 
rations, are also indispensable. Better for 
the State and for society that each railroad 
be owned by a hundred persons than that it 
should be the property of one man. There 
is no objection to compelling railroad com- 
panies to pay the full measure of taxation 
on every form of property they may own in 
the State; but why a corporation should have 
the taxable value of its property, because it 
is a corporation, made double what it would 
be if the same property was owned by a 
single individual, is a question which has 
never been satisfactorily explained, though 
its legality has been judicially affirmed. 
It is claimed that under the existing law of 
the State the prosperous and profitable roads 
are taxed much less, proportionately, than 
are the other roads which do not pay their 
ranning expenses. Such an inequality as 
this is rank injustice, and it is the inequality 
of taxation that makes taxr-fighters. The 
present Legislavure has been prolific in bills 
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triplicate taxation of capital for the prose- 
cution of any business or production which 
it is not possible for individuals to manage 
alone. 

A and B, having some capital, invite a 

dozen others to unite the money of the whole 
fourteen to carry on a business which no one 
of them is able to carry on alone for want of 
means. The moment the fourteen organize 
themselves as a company and invest their 
money in land, tools, machinery, materials, 
and labor, that momen’ the Legislature as- 
sumes that the company is a malefactor, 
and proceeds to tax it out of existence. We 
know that it is understood that many of the 
bills now pending in the Legislature are 
mere threate,—mere demands of biack- 
mail,—but, nevertheless, they are in 
keeping with the general policy of 
the Revenue laws of the State, and these 
bills indicate the possibility of legislation. 
The policy of the State should be to invite 
hither for investment all the capital that is 
possible, A hundred millions of dollars in- 
vested by corporations in productive indus- 
try, giving employment to multitudes of 
laborers and furnishing a market for raw 
materials, would be of direct material benefit 
and profit to the State. But such an in- 
-yasion by capital, such an addition to the 
wages fund of the State, would doubtless be 
met by the Legislature with the most re- 
pressive legislation. Not only would the 
property purchased by the hundred millions 
of dollars be taxed, but the certificates of 
title to the property would also be taxed, 
and every measure that ingenuity could de- 
vise would be adopted to break up the busi- 
ness, dissolve the corporations, and drive the 
capital out of the State. The Legislature is 
forever pandering in the grossest manner to 
the wild,chaotic notions of the Communists, 
that all property is robbery, and that each 
owner of property is a robber in proportion 
to what he has earned, saved, and accumu- 
lated by his labor. 

Is the Legislature aware that it is educating 
men in Communism? Is it conscious that, 
while it is encouraging the wildest and most 
irrational antagonism to capital, it is at the 
same time alarming capital, expelling it from 
the State, preventing investments, and driv- 
ing men to prepare for the day when Lilinois 
shall be one Commune; when force shall 
take the place of law, and the Junta of dic- 
tators shall be the sole arbiter of life, liberty, 
and property? 

We have said that, so far as this bill has 
for ite purpose the correction of inequalities 
and injustice in the taxation of railroad cor- 
porations, it ought to be promptly and favor- 
ably acted on. It may be wholly just and 
proper; our remarks are not s0 much direct- 
ed to this particular measure as they are to the 
whole system or policy of duplicate texa- 
tion, and to the irrational and suicidal war- 
fare on capital,—an actual effort to destroy 
the wages fund which gives employment to 
labor, and furnishes the. means of living to 
the productive workmen, 


THAT LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATION. 

The resolution that was adopted by the 
Illinois House of Representatives last week, 
authorizing an investigation into the alleged 
corruption among its members, was s0 
amended as to require a report from the 
Committee within one week. But as the 
Legislature afterwards concluded to take a 
recess in order to give the members an op- 
portunity to go home and attend the April 
elections, it is quite likely that the time will 
be extended and the Committee granted all 
the rope it may require. Besides, there is 
no telling how rich a lead Mr. Barry’s Com- 
mittee may strike as it delves below the 
surface indications, and it may touch a placer 
with such paying dirt in it that it will take a 
full month to properly develop it. We are 
encouraged to believe that this will 
be the case from what the Chair- 
man of that Investigating Committee said 
himself on the occasion, as well as the man- 
ner of his saying it; for he (Mr. Represent- 
ative Parnick Barry) not only repeated all 
the unfavorable reports about the corruption 
of individual members upon his own person- 
al responsibility, but he supplemented them 
with certain allegations of his own deroga- 
tory to the integrity of the standing com- 
mittees of both Houses. While the news- 
paper correspondents merely threw discredit 
on a few, Mr. Barry shot off both barrels at 
the entire flock, and gave the reasons for his 
suspicions in a little speech that he had taken 
the pains to write out at length the evening 
before and furnish to our correspondent in 
his own handwriting. Therefore, we say 
that. Mr. Barry must know a great 
deal, or else he is a very indis- 
creet man to thus formally § state 
his suspicions about the crookedness 
of his colleagues in public. If he is not able 
to substantiate the charges of dishonesty 
and corruption which he has hurled whole- 
sale against some of the members of the dig- 
nified body in whieh he holds a seat, then it 
will be bad for Mr. Parriox Barry, and he 
will be a fit subject for legislative discipline 
himself. Indeed, we are not certain but that 
the final and only duty of the Committee 
will be to overhaul its Chairman and hold 
him up to public reprobation as a man who 
is guilty of giving currency to disgraceful 
stories that he cannot substantiate with the 
necessary proof, 

All this is, of course, on the theory that 
the search of the Committee ends in smoke, 
as we have all along suspected it would, and 
that in the end Mr. Bazry himself will turn 
out to be the principal complaining witness. 
But the ‘‘ gentleman from Cook” may be able 
to divert public attention and the attention 
of his colleagues, which is now centered 
upon him in a most uncomfortable gaze, by 
making his investigation disclose a state of 
rottenness in Springfield that will justify 
all the suspicions which the busy newspaper 
correspondents have set afloat. 

We apprehend also that the Honorable 
Mr. Barry's slur on some of the standing 
committees of the House had its inspiration 
in the fact that some of his mmmature states- 
manship in the shape of bills had come to 
an untimely end in some of those same com- 
mittees, and that he mourns the death of 
some premature legislative offspring. Tux 
Terune has already expressed the hope, 
coupled with a blind sort of faith in the 
goodness of human nature, that those stand- 
ing committees would alw be found stub- 
bornly opposed to crude vicious legisla- 
tion, and that they will stand solid for the 
impartiality, integrity, and stability of all 
our statutes.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE CHICAGO, ST. LOUIS & NEW 
ORLEANS. 

Considerable new improvements are being 
made just now on the New Orleans Branch .of 
the Illinois Central ._Railroad. The work of 
ballasting the line between New Orleans and 
Canton, Miss., was resumed Aprill. The New 
Orleans Branch has two gravel-pits,—one at 
Brookhaven and one at Chatawa,—each of fair 

ualitv of gravel, from which last season about 
ity miles of the Southern Division of the road 
were ballasted, when the work was interrupted 
by the yeilow-fever epidemic. It is proposed 
now to work a steam-shovel at Chatawa, and a 
contract bas been made with parties from Jack- 
son, Miss., to load from fifty to 100 cars daily 
from the pit at Brookhaven. If the weather is 
favorable to construction work Qpring the com- 
ing summer, 100 more miles at least will be bal- 
lasted this season. 

Over 800,000 new cross-ties have been put 
upon the road by its present owners, and pearly 
32,000 tons of new rails laid, of which 20,000 
tons are steel. it is proposed during the pres- 
ent year to add about 3,000 tons to this figure, 
making a total of 35,000 tons, corresponding to 
386 miles of road absolutely relaid by the Lli- 
nois Central people. 

The Company has also extended its line from 
Fillmore to East Cairo, and the transfer is 
now made—from the time of arrival of 
the train at East Cairo to its being 
attached to the Chicago train . op the 
Cairo side—in twenty-two minutes, thus 
saving more than one hour over the previous 
tedious transit to Fillmore. Among the other 
additions of this line are 375 new freight-cars 
and ten engines, and it is stated that arrance- 
ments have been nearly completed to run Pull- 
man palace sieeping-cars hereaiter. The work 
done upon the New Orleans Branch of the Iili- 
pois Central during the past two years, includ- 
ing the construction, rebuilding of bridges and 
culverts, and laying 32,000 tons of rails, is 
equivalent to the construction of 200 miles of 
new ruad.

TION. 

The Executive Committee of the Transporta- 
tion Association hekd a meeting yesterday after- 
noon at the Grand Pacific Hotel to consider the 
pass agreement, and how it can be carried out.

COMPARISONS, 
HOW IT HAPPENED. 

The following table will indicate to those who 
study it with any care at least one of the reasons 
why the Republican ticket was defeated day before 
yesterday. The comparison is made between the 
vote Cast for Hoffmann and Kern in November last 
and Wrights and Harrison this spring. It was the 
notable feature of last year’s contest that Kern 
gained in the American and German, and fel! be- 
hiad heavily in the Irish wards, while Hoffmann 
feil behind in the American and gained slightly 
in the Irish wards. Under ordinary circumstances, 
and with tickets of equal strength, that state of 
affairs would have been exactly reversed 
Tuesday. The Republican ticket would 
have ran away ahead in its own wards, such as the 
Fourth, Eleventh, ana Twelfth, while the Demo- 
Crates would naturally have regained their oid 
strength in their Irish strongholds. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, only one-half of this programme was 
carried out. The Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
and Seventeenth Wards give Harrison tremendous 
majorities, which should have been, but were not, 
— by those given in the strong Repuviican 
wards. 

As to the reasons why the Republicans did not 
turm out each person ean conjecture for himself. 
It bas been charged that there was mach fraudulent 
voting done on behalf of the Democratic candi- 
dates, and that it was that which so run up their 
vote. This, however, is not necessarily true. 
Large as the Democratic vote in the Fifth 
Ward seeins when compared with that 
cast for Kern, it still falls 500 short 
of that cast for Tilden in 1876; and the natural 
growth in the ward, which is a rapidly-settling 
one, niust certainly have added so many voters 
that it might, in an exciting city election, cast 
almost as many votes as it did two and @ half years 
before in an exciting Presidential election. This 
is also true of the otherIrish wards. The result in 
the Ninu> and Tenth was somewhat surprising. 
The Tenth hae been in ilil-odor for many years, and 
not unlikely there was considerable illegal voting 
there; but, in addition to that, it is charged tnat 
two prominent politicians of the Ninth and Tenth, 
each occupying an office conferrea by the Republic- 
an party, worked privately but energetically in the 
interest of Mr. arrison. Several members of 
the police force—high officers—not the Superin- 
tendent—worked actively, Monday night, in Clark 
street dives for the success of the. mcratic 
ticxet. They bad madeup their minds it would 
win, and decided to-be on the winning side, and 
to earn favor by their works. 

In the North Side wards the Republican and 
Democratic losses and gains about -balanpce each 
other, andif only the American wards had voted 
for Wright as they voted for Cullom, there would 
have been no trouble about Wright's election.

The leading produce markets weré more act- 
ive yesterday in futures, and generdlly strong- 
er.

Many 
operators feared that our spring, which has 
seemed to be a forward one, will prove 
to be late after all, and the fear brought out 
some buying orders for grain.

OUR MEATS IN ENGLAND. 

The Echo (London) says: 

A letter from a curate, seriously affirming that 
American bacon of first-rate quality can be haa in 
England at 4‘,d pér pound, has greatiy interested 
economical housewives. It is not surprising that 
an effort has been made to disparage the American 
article, and to show thatif it can be sold at 444d it 
is worth no more, if nota great deal lese. One 
writer, hailing all the way from Turin. and who, 
for all we know, may be a Borough ham dealer on 
his travels, declares that American hams, chiefly 
from Cincinnati, have been destroyed there in 
consequence of their containing immense numbers 
of trichine. This isa warning to British mations 
in search of cheap American bacon, which would 
be more effective but for the fact that the British 
market is aircady overrun with American bacon 
under an English name. It is estimated that 
3, 000,000 American pigs will be manufactured this 
year into many more millions of American bams for 
sale in England; but theee bams are seldom sold by 
retailers for whaithev are. They are carefully se- 
lected and ‘*‘dried”’ in England or ireland, return- 
ipg from the latter country in the form of the well- 
known Belfast hams, advanced in price from 468 to 
958 percwt. The American ‘‘longrib”’ is trans- 
muted into ‘‘Irishrolied’’ bacon. ‘*Cumberiland 
cut,”’ another American product, is converted into 
**farm fed."’ Wholesale dealers sell what is known 
as clear middles at 3a a pound, and find it marked 
on the counter of a retailer at 8d ned pound. This 
is very sharp practice, nodoubt; but the pubtic are 

reatly to blame. for they prefer to pay a nigh price 
or a poor article labeled ‘* English ’’ rather than a 
low price for a good article sold as ‘*‘ American.” 
The gullibility of the English purchaser has been 
repeatedly tested by cutting an American ham in 
two, one half marked ‘* American” at 5d. and the 
other ‘‘home-cured” at 10d. The ‘*home-cured” 
is speedily bought up, while the same article with 
a different name, and at half the price, is left un- 
touched.

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THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Captain Cowdon’s Convention at 
Cincinnati. 


Plans for the Improvement of the 
Navigation of the Big River. 


Cincinnati Enquirer, April 1. 

A Convention of people ipterested in the im- 
provement of the Obio and Mississippi Rivers, 
and the reclamation of the lowlands along the 
latter, was held at the Burnet House yesterday. 
It was attended by alarge number of people 
from all along the water-route from Pittsburg 
to New Orleans, and devoted its time chiefly to 
the consideration of Capt. Cowdon’s plan for 
narrowing and deepening the channels of the 
Mississippi and Ohio, and draining and pre- 
venting the overflow of the lowiands along the 
former. 

Capt. Charles W. Batchelor, of Pittsburg, 
was chosen Uhirman, and Mr. Ward Robinson, 
of Cincinnati, Secretary. 

CAPT. JOHN COWDOnN, 

being called upon for his views on the subject 
for which the Convention had been called, re- 
hearsed briefly his experience at Washington, 
and his familiarity with the commerce of the 
country. Our river interest, he. said, had di- 
minished instead of keeping pace with other 
interests. In support of this he stated that the 
Erie Canal handled more freight in seven 
mogths than New Orleans did in thirteen years. 
All this grew out of the lack of attention given 
to our rivers, and the outlet of our great West- 
ern streams at the mouth of the Mississippi 
River. Capt. Cowdon said if part of the Mis 
sissippi River were properly improved a great 
saving in rates would ensue. He did not wish 
to enter too fully in the subject, but would be 
prepared in the afternoon t@ speak at length 
and exnibit maps om the proposed improve- 
ments. 

In the afternoon Capt. Cowdon was called 
upon to detail his plans for the improvement of 
the river and reclamation of the lowlands. He 
began by saying that the two were inseparably 
connected. He believed that the Valicy of the 
Mississippi from Cairo down Was once an arm of 
the sca, and in proof of this cited the fact that 
trees are frequently found im sinking wells at 
Cairo and other places from fifty to 150 feet be- 
low the surface of the earth; also the existence 
of lakes along the river where the bed of the 
river formerly existed. He believed that as the 
waters of the Gulf recede and the land is raised 
the bed of the river follows the rise of the lands. 
Could the bed at the mouth be @¥pt at the 
lower grade it would cut outat the shallow 
places, atid thus relieve the lowlands now over- 
flown. When the river broke through a crevasse 
be!ow New Orleans in 1872 the result was a low- 
ering of the water at. all points along the river 
above, lowering it even more at points as far up 
the river as Vicksburg than at points nearer the 
mouth. 


WHAT HE PROPOSED 
was the cutting of achanpel eastwardly from a 
point six miles above New Orieans, Bonnet 
Carre Crevasse, toachain of lakes extending 
across to the Gulf, which wouid give a channel 
through to the Gulf, and thus.lower the river, 
he claimea, twelve feet at Natchez. The same 
object could be obtained by cutting through 
into Lake Borgne, just below New Orleans, and 
thence eastwardly to the Gulf. He also pro- 
posed cutting a channel from the Red River 
southwest, and thus reducing the quantity of 
water in the Mississippi below, which would 
draw the water from the bars and shallow 
places in the latter river, and concentrate it in a 
single channel, making it cut its own channel 
deeper. This, he claimed, by lowering the bed 
of the river, would also cause the tributaries to 


‘concentrate their waters, flow faster, and cut 


their channels deeper. Besides this, it would 
accomplish the great object under immediate 
consideration, that of draining and making in- 
babitable the large amouut of lands now under 
water in certain seasons of the year. 

The lowering of the water at Cairo would, he 
said, concentrate the water of the Ohio, force it 
to cut out alower and narrower channel, and 
by inserting in the bottom, at some shallow 
point, the Parsons dam, which would, properly 
managed, raise the waterso as to give six or 
eight feet of water. 

The proposition before Congress to thus cut 
through above New Orleans and lower the 
water in this way only asked, in total, for 
$3,000,000, while 

. THE LEVEE SYSTEM ASKED $50,000,000. 

As the Company proposing to make the cut 
through above New Orieans only asked pay 
after the water is lowered, he thought it only 
just that the effort be made under the provision 
asked from Congress. The lands sought to be 
reclaimed pow bave a population of 40,000, 
while it might, reclaimed, support 3,000,000, 
and would, by its addition to the value of the 
river, and to the amount of business furnished, 
increase the number of steamboats twentyfold. 
By this system the grain trade of the entire 
West would go down by the Mississippi, and 
thence to Europe, at a cost for the entire dis- 
tance not cxceeding the cost of transportation 
by rail to the Atlantic coast. Besides this, it 
would then furnish an incentive for the build- 
ing of the South Pacific Railroad to connect 
with this great European water route. 

A map made bv Government Engineets, show- 
ing the condition of the mouth of the river in 
1824, compared with the present state of the 
river and bars, shows that the present bars have 
entirely formed since that time. At the mouth 
of the Southwest Pass isa bar with only eight- 
een feet of water on it, where the water in 1534 
was 140 feet deep. There are certain laws of 
nature at work at the mouthof the Mississippi, 
and they canpot be overcome. People may 
shove the mouth of the river out further, but it 
will make its bars still beyond the mouth the 
same as before. It behooves us as a people, so 
largely interested in a southern outlet, to pro- 
vide some plan which nature will aid rather 
than interfere with. 

THE BARATARIA CANAL, 

which he proposes for navigation (the one cut- 
ting across east from above New Orleans is for 
the conveyance of the water alone to cut down 
the depth of the channel above), he explained, 
is to be operated by locks, and will thus re- 
celve very little sediment, and thus will 
not fill up or form bars below its 
mouth. The details of the Barataria plan, 
which have already been fully publisbed, 
were here explained by the Captain, by the aid 
of maps and drawings, to the satisfaction of the 
gentlemen present. The expense of getting 
this had been estimated af $10,000,000; the lee- 
islation has already been procured, and had it 
not been for the yellow fever of last season the 
work would have already been begun. They 
did not ask a cent of aid from Government. 
The only thing they pow asked was that these 
proposed levees, which would force the river 
away from them, be mot built by Government, 
especially when the object could so much more 
cheaply be-ebtained by cutting the chanvel 
through, as proposed by him, and the bed of the 
river thus lowered. ) 

He said that, pntil members of Congress could 
be led to see the Mississippi River as it is, it was 
impossible to get the case properly before them. 
He therefore suggested the propriety of a Con- 
vention at St. Louis in October pext, to which 
all members of Congress should be invited. 

COL. MERRILL, 

being called on, said a8 be understood Capt. 
Cowdon’s propositions were entirely distinct, So 
far asthe Barataria nal was concerned, he 
coula not see say reason’Why it chould not be 
all that Capt. Cowdon claims for tt. Barataria 
Bay would be ample for the proposed mouth of 
the canal. Fortunately it is a point weil knowa, 
and its measurements and history well known. 
He thought Mr. Cowdon, oe as he does 
not ask any monev, should certainly be encour- 
awed. As tothe plan for cutting the channel 
through from Bonnet Carre on Lake Borgne, 
there could be no question that the lowering - of 
the water at that point Would increase the rapid- 
ity of the current above, and would draw, tem- 
porarily at least, the Water into a narrower 
chanuvel. There is a question, however, whether 
this would be permanent. Itis Known that a 
large river will run witha certain fall per mile 
much more rapidly than asmajiriver with the 
same amount of fall. Then, is there a question 
whether the result, looking forward for a con- 
siderable length of time. would bring, finally, 
the required object. There are no known rules 
and no experieuce by whith this can be deter- 
mined.

What They Put Under the Stone. 

The corner-stone of a monument to the Con- 
federate dead was laid in Columbia, S. €., on 
Thursday afternoon, March 27. Among the 
many articles pblacedin the cavity, as we learn 
from the Aeguter, were these: A copy of the 
South Carolina ordimance of secession; a copy 
of the Beacon, containing W. Gilmore Sims’ ac- 
count of the sack and burning of Columbia by 
Gen. Sherman; a box containi several coins 
and a memorandum, saying: ‘“‘ The coins con- 
tained in this box were taken ffom the 
corner-stone of the Court-House of Ricb- 
land County, erected in the years 1859 
60, which was destroyed Feb. 17, 1865, 
by Gen. W. T. Sherman’s army, United 
States forces, then occupying a city 
that bad peaceably surrendered to hbim’’; 
two Confederate tags, a flag of the of 
South Carolina, Confederate money, from the 
denomination of $500 down to five cents; Con- 
federate postage-stamps, five Confederate 
bonds; one for $1,000, at 8 per cent, due July 1, 
1880; one for $100, ¢~ 6 per cent, due July 1, 
1804; one for $1,000, at 8 per cent, due July 1, 
1570; two for $500 each, at 7 per cent, due July 
1, 1868; some leaves cut from a day-book of the 
Hon. John Mchenazie, of date 1864, showing the 
prices at which various articles sold at that 
time. Some of these items are interesting; for 
instance, a half-pound of candy was charged at 
$10: seven oranges at $17.50; one pound of 
horehound candy at $10; four lemons at §8; 
one dozen lady-fingers at $4; one half-pound of

MEDICAL. 
CHICAGO HOMEOPATHIC COLLEGE. 

The third annual commencement of the Chicago 
Homeopathic College was heldin Hershey Hall last 
evening. a large audience being present to witness 
the exercises. 

The Sevening’s programmes was opened with an 
organ voluntary by H. Clarence Eddy. After 
prayer by the Rev. L. P. Mercer, the President, 
Dr. J. 8. Mitchell, read. his annual report. After 
referring tothe success of the college in sucha 
short time, he proceeded to show how thorough 
the course was, and to what astrict examination 
the students were subjected before graduation. 
During the course of six months’ lectpres just past, 
‘the members of the graduating class have given 
2,000 preecriptions in the Central Dispensary and 
made 1,500 visits. During the year there have 
been 110 students in attendance on the lectures, 
of whom thirty-one have attended at least two 
courses of lectures, and been presented for gradua- 
tion. He then explained the system of granting 
ad eundem degrees to graduates of any other rep- 
utable institution.

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Colored Refugees in St. 
Louis, 

St. Louis, April 2.—A number of prominent 
colored gentlemen who have been most active 
in relieving while here, and assisting to their 
destination the colored emigrants from the 
South, issued this afternoon the following ap- 


peal for aid: 
To all generous and charitabie people throuqh- 
out (he country: For three weeks there have been 
almost daily landed at our wha@?f scores and some- 
times hundreds of colored refagees from the South 
fleeing from a second slavery. Their accounts of 
oppression and inhuman treatment by the White 
Leaguers and planters are terrible. heir struggle 
to make their way to the free West shuuld receive 
tbe attention of liberty-loving men and women 
everywhere, and we appeal to all such for means 
to assist them in finding new homes. 
The colored people of thw city have 
not encouraged them to come; the transportation 
companies have offered them no inducements to 
emigrate; but, according to their own testimony, 
they have started for Kansas because they heard 
they would be free there, and because it was im- 
ossibie for them to live longer at their old homes. 
hese refugees at the best have butslenier means. 
A large proportion of them are destitute when they 
reach here, having spent all their money for pas- 
sage tothis point, and are thus dependent upon 
others to reach their destivation. The colored 
people of this city are doing all in their power te 
help them. So far they have fed and sheltered 
them while here, and forwarded several hundred 
to Kansas, but still they come, and we are now 
compelled to appeal to generous and benevolent 
persons everywhere to aid us in our work. We 
need both money and clothing. In the name of 
God and humanity, we ask ‘help for the refuzees.

OBITUARY. 
GEN. DANIEL CAMERON. 

Yesterday morning Tuz Trisune contained 
mention of the fact that Gen. Daniel Cameron was 
prostrated with illness, but that he had hopes of a 
rapid recovery. To-day it becomes necessary to 
add that yesterday morning he died at the residence 
of his brother-in-law, Col. Owen Stuart, on West 
Taylor street. Consumpn, rapid in its work, 
finished its ravages evef sooner than his friends 
had anticipated. Gen. Cameron was nearly 50 
years of age. He was born at Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, in Scotland, and with his father, mother, 
brothers, and sisters came to Illinois in 1851, and 
settled upon a farm in the Town of Wheeling, in 
this county. He and his father, Mr. Daniel

Cameron, Sr., were both men of literary abiiity, | 


and had ripe experience in the printing business. 

In 1853 he moved into Chicago, and was One of 
the owners of the daily Courant until 1854, when 
he united in the measare to publish a Democratic 

apér in this city,—there being none at that time. 

ie remained half owner of the Chicago 7)mes until 

1857, when he sold his interest. In 1858-'59 he 
was engaged with Mr. Cyrns H. McCormick in pub- 
lishing the Herald, and continued with Mr, Mc- 
Cormick in the 7imes, when that gentleman bought 
that paper in 1860. Im 1861 he returned to his 
farm. He then organized the ‘Sixty-fifth (Scotch) 
Regiment of DTlinois Volunteers, and as ts com- 
mander served through the War in several States 
atthe South. Fora while be commanded at Camp 
Dougias, and his reply to’ Ben Hill's imputation 
that the Rebel prisoners had been badly treated in 
that camp had the stamp of the soldier and the 
grace of elegant diction. He was made 4 Brigadier- 
General for bravery and faithful service. | 

After the War he returned to his farm, and for 
some years Carried on an extensive cheese 0 ug 
and he occasionally took part in local politics. im 
1870 heewwas elected delegate to the Convention 


good work said superciliously, ‘*‘ You have our 
approval.’’ Perhaps they joined the church be- 
cause the church possessed good society. They 
patronized the prayer-meetings, and said that they 
were good for poor people, sinners, and drunk- 
aras, but they gave nothing but their *‘ good 
will.”’ There were many Simons, ‘‘and many 
Mrs. Simons, too." Simon was a typical char- 
acter. He was like & modern rich man, a man 
worth $100,000. Hedid not think that he could 
sit down aud let somebody talk to him about his 
soul. The love of vieasure, the lusts of the 
world, and the deceitfulnese of riches had cal- 
loused his heart. Simon did not regard 
Jesus as the Son of God. He 
thought Him aremarkable man, but had invited 
Him to his house with a strong prejmdice against 
Him. There was something about Jesus, how- 
ever, that ee See to Him—something abo ut 
the Gospel and Uhristianity that compelled at 
least patronage. Simon was as ignorant of the 
grace of God as of the person of the Savior. He 
had begun to say to himself: **What does Jesus 
mean by allowing that dirty woman to touch 
him?’ The Scribe would not so much as allow 
herto touch the hem of his garment—in the day- 
time, Simon did not know that Jesus came to 
save just that ciass of beings,—to ‘save 
the poor, sorrowful, sinning humanity. 
That was a piece of knowledge which Simon had 
missed, Few Christians ever had a due apprecia- 
tion of the fullness of God’s grace. It was be- 
lieved by some that if persons would be good 
enough God would save them. That was not true. 
There would be no grace in that. God saved sin- 
ners. A man had a right to be saved if he was good 
enough. If he was a sinner he had no right to sal- 
vation except through God's grace. It was an act 
of grace that saved a sinner, and 
every man Wasa sinner. When Simon muttered 
to himself Christ narrated to him the story of the 
debtors, and told him that his life had fallen short, 
perhaps not so much as the woman's. Still, when 
it came t© & question of mora] solvency, Simon 
was no more sound than was the poor woman. 
Any one who could not pay 100 cents on the dollar 
was a bankrupt, and no man in moral bankruptcy 
could pay bis debts, because he had nothing where- 
with to pay. persons thought tnat
